Charges were brought against Fred 
Barrows, deputy marshal, who had 
been appointed to take the place of 
Acheson during the latter’s illness on 
February 15th, to the effect that he 
had struck J. P. Coward, well-known 
citizen and steel worker. 

The officer declared that he was 
coming up San Bruno road Saturday 
night and that three men came out of 
Locatelli’s saloon. A girl was stand¬ 
ing on the sidewalk, when he saw one 
of the men make a motion toward her. 

The officer thought it was time to 
interfere, and he asked the man, who 
proved to be Coward, what he was 
trying to do. The reply was that it 
was none of his business. An oath 


was alleged to have been used. 

Thereupon, Barrows struck him i 
over the left eye with his club. He | 
testified before the trustees that he j 
did not recognize Coward at the time, j 

Coward appeared at the meeting 
with a bandage over his eye. He 
stated that he had known the girl in 
question since a babe. He also said 
that he had reported the matter to 
Kneese. 

The marshal stated that he had ad¬ 
vised Coward to bring the case before 
the attention of the city fathers. 
However, Coward declared that 
Kneese had not given him that satis¬ 
faction. 

The marshal’s testimony was cor¬ 
roborated by Laval, one of Coward’s 
witnesses. Indications are that a 
misunderstanding existed over this 
point. 

Clyde Conrad was appointed night 
watchman to take the place of Bar- 
rows. He was immediately sworn in 
by City Clerk W. J. Smith.

THE CAKE BOX. 

C OFFEE LAYEIi CAKE.—Half cup¬ 
ful butter, one cupful brown 
sugar, twp eggs, one-lmlf cupful 
molasses, one-lialf cupful made coffee, 
two cupfuls flour, one-half teuspoonful 
salt, one-lmlf teuspoonful mixed spices, 
two teaspoonfuls baking powder. Beat 
the butter and sugar till creamy, add 
the eggs, then the molasses and coffee 
and lastly the flour, salt, spices and 
baking powder sifted together. Buke 
in layers about twenty minutes and 
put together with frosting. 

Fruit Drop Cakes.—Mix well together 
one cupful of melted butter, one and 
one-hulf cupfuls of brown sugur and 
three well beaten eggs; add one-half 
cupful of molasses, one teuspoonful of 
vauillu, one teuspoonful of ciunumou, 
half a nutmeg, grated, one-lmlf tea- 
spoonful of cloves, one-half teaspoon¬ 
ful of salt, three tablespooufuls of or¬ 
ange juice, one teuspoonful of soda dis¬ 
solved in four tablespoonfuls of hot 
water, two cupfuls of flour, and dually 
add one cupful of seeded and cut rai¬ 
sins, one-half pound of blanched and 
chopped almonds, one cupful of cur¬ 
rants, one-fourth pound of Unely cut 
citron and one-half pound of broken 
English walnut meats well mixed with 
oue-half cupful of flour. Drop from a 
spoou ou to buttered tins and bake in 
a quick oven. 

Cocoanut Bars.—Boil one pound of 
sugar and one-fourth cupful of water 
until it will form a bull when dropped 
into cold water. Take from stove and 
stir until creamy, thou stir in one pack¬ 
age of shreddeu cocoanut and cut into 
squares. 

Sunshine Drops.—Beat the whites of 
five eggs to u stiff' froth. To the well 
beaten yolks of the eggs add four teu- 
spooufuls of cold water, one teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla and a pinch of salt; pour 
this into the whites of the eggs, but do 
not stir until you have added one cup¬ 
ful of sifted, pulverized sugar and one 
cupful of pastry flour mixed and sifted 
with one teaspoonful of buking pow¬ 
der; stir lightly. Bake in round gem 
pans flfteeu or twenty minutes in a 
very slow oven. Filling—When cold, 
with a sharp knife cut out the centers 
one-lmlf inch from the edge, till with a 
stiff fluvored, sweetened, whipped 
cream. Let the cream stand up an inch 
above the cake. Trim the center that 
has been cut out in a fancy shape, 
cover thickly w ith powdered sugar and 
place on top of the cream.

HOUSEWIVES USE DICE, 
SAVE RONEY AND 
GAIN HEALTH 

E. E. Albertson, noted writer, has 
written a special article on the 
nutritive value of California rice, 
which should lie of special interest to 
South San Francisco in view of the 
rice mills situated here. 

Salient points from Albertson’s 
article follow: 

The future of the rice industry of 
California depends largely on wider 
markets ,and increased consumption. 
If rice remains cheap thousands, aye, 
millions, of people will be inclined 
to turn to it as a means of escape 
from the increased cost of foodstuffs. 
And once having formed a taste for 
it, they will cling to it and give it a 
place on their daily bill of fare. 

A rapid advance in the price of 
this commodity might therefore shut 
off this increased consumption and 
thereby prove an unfortunate event 
for this promising industry. Grow¬ 
ers and millers, naturally, have a 
right to a reasonable return on their 
investment and labor and from re¬ 
cent indications will obtain it. 

Will rice displace potatoes as the 
main issue on the average man’s bill 
of fare? 

This is a question which has been 
asked very frequently of late. 
While rice is recognized as the staple 
food of half the population of the 
earth, yet it has failed to gain any 
degree of popularity in the United 
States. 

In fact, most Americans regard it 
in the nature of a dessert, rather 
than as one of the principal courses. 
The tremendous rise in the price of 
meat and potatoes, however, has 
directed attention to rice. 

Rice is more widely used as a food 
than any other cereal and contains 
a higher percentage of nutrients than 
wheat, corn, oats or barley. In com¬ 
bination with legumes, such as peas 
or beans, it is a much cheaper food 
ration than bread and meat. 

In this connection Dr. F. A. Knapp 
of the United States department of 
agriculture, says: 

Rice-eating nations have energy 
with unimpaired digestions. In Japan 
it is a common saying among resi¬ 
dent American women, "I could do 
this if I had a Japanese ‘back,’ ” re¬ 
ferring to the strength of loin pos¬ 
sessed by the native women.
